stu pidity of ou r general assembly in 
passing throu gh both hou ses the ju die ’ 
ial opportionment bill withou t 
the 
j 
emergency clau se, so that the act 
might apply in tin* coming election 
w ill prov e of no little benefit to the 
state, we hope. 
As the matter is ex ­ 
plained to u s by one of ou r Dix on law ­ 
y ers, who has giv en the matter carefu l 
consideration, this is abou t the way the 
matter will stand shou ld the gov ernor 
approv e the bill 
The constitu tion of 187 0 prov ides 
that “ New circu its may be formed and 
the bou ndaries of circu its changed by 
the general assembly , at its session 
nex t preceding the election for circu it 
ju dges, bu t at no other time; prov ided 
that the circu its may be equ alized or 
changed at the first session of the gen­ 
eral assembly after the adoption of this 
constitu tion. 
The creation, alteration 
or change of any circu it shall not affect 
the tenu re of office of any ju dge.1 
The 
law as it stands now prov ides for the 
election of three ju dges in the 13th ju ­ 
dicial circu it comprising the cou nties 
of Stephenson, Ogle, Jo Dav iess, Win­ 
nebago, Lee, Whiteside and Carroll on 
the first Monday of Ju ne, and that the 
ju dges elected shall hold their office 
for the term of six y ears. 
If the bill 
changing the circu its shou ld pans with- 
! ou t the e m e r g e n c y clau se it wou ld not 
! become a law’ u ntil Ju ly 1. 1897 , one 
month after the ju dges 
had

A ll three have hig h cla ims 
t<> architectural eminence, and a ll three 
are of one denomina tion— the Protestant 
Episcopal. 
The site of Trinity church, oil Broa d­ 
w a y at th« * head of Wall street, is a p­ 
praised officially at $1,000,000; that of 
St. 
P a ul’s church, at Broadwa y and 
Fulton street, at $1,750,000, and that of 
Grace church, Broadway opposite Elev­ 
enth street, at $¡150.000. 
Th« * frontage 
of Trinity church, including the church­ 
yard, is 400 feet, of St. P a u l’s ehnrcti 
1« 1« feet and of Grace church 150 feet. 
The gross 
valuation

churches is $6,100,000, and a.*- th« * usual 
rate of assessment on real estate )> about 
j 60 per cent the actual market value of 
these three Broadway plots is in ex cess 
of $10.000,000. 
in European cities it is 
no strange thing for public thorough­ 
fares to lie dotted with venerable «*«11 - 
fiees erected for « » cclesiastical, milita ry 
or g overnmental purposes, but in Now

$9 9 .01. 
Tht* balance went on a ccumula ting 
dividends until 1875, when it became a 
dormant account and ceased to draw in ­ 
terest.

$34 3.2 5 . 
Efforts were made without 
success to find him. 
He had become 
very juKir, wa s too old and feeble to go 
to work again, and wa s g iven a home 
by his son- at Rutherford, N. J. 
Roe a lwa ys intended to repay the $1 
he thoug ht he owed, hut never did so. 
Pr« » sid« *nt Townsend of the Bowery Sa v­ 
ing s hank, in looking over tin» books the 
other day, came across Roe’s account. 
A new search was instituted, and Roe 
wa s found ¡it Rutherford.

G u ard in g W ell* F ro m C o n tag io n . 
There is no not'd of further proof of 
the dangers which wells present, from 
the point of v iew of possible contamina­ 
tion with disease germs, notably those 
of ty phoid fev er. It is well known how 
many v illages hav e been deeimiated 
by that terrible malady simply becau se 
the wells which afforded the water sup­ 
ply had receiv ed not only water from 
pure springs, but also drainage from 
cesspools. Dr. Koch, hav ing recognized 
the positiv e character of this peril, ad­ 
v ises the arrangement in wells of sand 
filtering apparatus, for which lie offers 
a v ery simple plan. 
At the center of 
the well he lowers an iron tube fi or H 
centimeters (2-12 or 8 inches) in di­ 
ameter, of which the lower ex tremity , 
tightly closed by a metallic plug, is 
pierced with a series of small holes 
that permit the waiter to enter the pipe. 
In the open space between this part of 
the dev ice and the sides of the wadi, 
which should he well walled up, fine 
grav el should be placed, rising abov e 
tin* highest lev el which the water is li 
able to attain. 
Then coarse sand should be tilled in, 
ev en to the mouth of the wadi, and a 
jump plunger inserted inside the tube. 
The water which is pumped is then 
filtered by its passage through the sand. 
It is not possible perhaps to say that 
all the bacteria will be arrested, because 
sand filtration is not recognized as ab- 
solutc ly efficacious, but it is at least, a 
great safeguard, and tli«* installation is 
v ery simple. 
It is especially important 
that fine sand should not be permitted 
to enter and accumulate in the body of 
the pump.— Nature. 


Weld ed Joint*. 
Some ex periments made lately at the 
laboratory of the Univ ersity of Michi­ 
gan to determine the strength of welded 
joints are of sufficient practical v alue 
to he noted. The report show’s that of a 
number of specimens tested not one 
broke in the weld. 
As, howev er, some 
of these were slightly larger at the 
weld, another set of specimens was pre­ 
pared and a cut taken from each in the 
lathe in order to reduce the piece to a 
uniform diameter throughout its length 
between the jaws of the testing machine, 
and common round iron was used. U n­ 
der this arrangement three bars of metal 
were taken at random—dimensions 1 % 
inches long and three-fourths of an inch 
in diameter—from each bar four speci­ 
mens being prepared—one solid, one 
lap welded, one butt welded and one 
split welded. 
The result was that onlv 
two specimens, both lap welded, broke 
at or near the weld, the fra c tu re being 
in one ease slightly cry stalline and the 
other fibrous, the strength in no ease 
differing much from that of the solid 
p art.-..
